The Great and Notable Day of the Lord. 





SERMON PREACHED AT THE COLLEGE CHAPEL, Nov. 
15TH, BY A. L. GARBER, 


Text :—The sun shall be turned into darkness, and the moon 
mto blood, before that great and notable day of the Lord come. 
Acts. 2: 20. 


DEARLY BELOVED: I look upon my work this 
morning as a novel -experience in my ministerial 
labors. I reada portion of my sermon from man- 
uscript. During my years of little work in talking 
of the loye of Christ and the beauties and power of 
the world to come, I have never before appeared 
with a sermon written, as I do this morning; and 
this is hardly a matter of choice but rather the 
result of contingencies. 

Our esteemed and worthy brother in the Lord, 
N. A. Erame, of Elkhart, Ind., sent to the Evan. 
GELIST this request : ‘Bro Editor: Please explain 
the following ; ‘The sun shall be turned into dark- 
ness, and the moon into blood, before that great 
and- -notable day of the Lord come.”

THE BRETHREN EVANGELIST. 


This scripture has beena favorite one to some 
inquirers after the time of the Second coming of 
Christ, and they have found the darkening of the 


sun in the last century, in the New England States, 


and there have been numerous other signs which 
students of this class are wont to set up as signs 
that indicate the Second Coming. 

Without further words we will announce that 
the Great and Notable Day of the Lord was the 
Day of Pentecost, when Peter spoke with tongues; 
and if that day is meant to include more than 
twenty-four hours, it means the subsequent periods 
in which the gospel was unfolded to the world. 

The day of Pentecost is notable because upon it 
the Kingdom of Heaven was formally opened to 
all men, the Jew, the Greek. or the Barbarian. 
We do not maintain, however, as some do, that the 
Church of Jesus Christ was set up on this day. 
We understand the Kingdom of Heaven and the 
Church of Christ to be synonymous terms in some 
respects. When Daniel, in his vision, ‘saw the 
winds strive upon the sea and four great beasts arise 
out of it which represent coming kings, he declared 
by omnipotent authority, that in the days of those 
kings the God of heaven should set up a kingdom 
that should never be destroyed. We believe Christ 
set up this kingdom, and he accomplished the 
work while he possessed flesh and blood, or before 
his crucifixion. He established his Church upon 
the Rock, himself, chose its principal officers and 
completed all, before he declared unto his Father 
that he had completed the work that had been giv- 
en him todo, At Pentecost this Church, alread y 
established, was presented to the world, and the 
people were invited to come in. John the Baptist, 
had been baptizing during years before, and the 
twelve and the seventy baptized after him, so that 
there were many ready to enter the church when it 
was formally opened to mankind. A number were 
converted by the preaching of Peter, and were 
baptized, and on that day 3,000 were added _ to the 
Church. Probably five or six hundred were con- 
verted and baptized, and the remaining 2,400 or 
2.500 were added by relation as we say. We have 
frequently noticed complicated and laborous prob- 
lems, which were prepared and expounded, by 
devotees of sprinkling-baptism, with the purpose 
of disproving trine immersion, by the tact that it 
would be impossible for twelve men to baptize 
3,000 persons in one day. This club has been 


‘xiven to sprinklers by trine immersionists them- 


selves, by claiming what the scriptures do not war- 
rant, namely : that 3.000 were hantized on the Daw

Hard Work. 





BY J. W. BEER. 


“Of whom we have many things to say, and hard to be uttered, . , 
seeing ye are dull of hearing.” Heb. 5: 2, 

There is one of whom the minister of the gospel 
has ‘‘many things to say,” butit is a difficult mat- 
ter te utter them in such a way as to produce the 
proper effect. The truth may be spoken clearly 
comprehensively, and forcibly, so that all who will 
may understand it and feel its potency; but the 
plainest truths are “hard to be uttered” so as to be 
understood and received by those who “are dull of 
hearing.” Ifit were the duty of the minister to 
talk only, his calling woulda not be difficult ; but 
as he is to preach the whole truth and the truth 


only, and to utter it so as to convince, convert 


and save, he meets with many difficulties and dis- 
couragements, and finds it to be very hard work. 

Those to whom the apostle wrote this epistle 
had enjoyed excellent opportunities to become ac- 
quainted with the truth and to enjoy its advantages 
and blessings, but they were “dull of hearing” — 
and had lived far beneath their prileges. For 
this indifference and neglect censureres them, 
saying, “When for the time ye ought to he teachers 
ye have need that one teach you again which be 
the first principles of the oracles of God, and are 
become such as have need of milk, and not of 
strong meat. For every one that useth milk is 
unskilful in the word of righteousness, for he is a 
babe. But strong meat belongeth to them that 
are of full age, even to those who have their senses 
exercised to discern both good and evil.” Their 
teachers were competent and faithful, their advant- 
ages were all that could be desired; but through 
their own dullness they failed to make any growth 
in grace or any development in the Christian life. 
What could even an inspired apostle do for such 
persons? He had no new or more potent truths 
to present and as he had done his best. he found it 
hard work to clothe the old facts in such dress as 
to make them more attractive and effective. He 
had “many things to say,” but under the circum- 
stances, they were “hard to be uttered. 

Every teacher bas many obstacles to encounter, 
many difficulties to overcome, much self-denial to 
endure, and a great deal of hard work to perform. 
If he does not understand this in the beginning, 
he will learn it by experience and know it in the 
end. But there .is nothing in the teacher’s exper- 
ience that is more trying to his patience than that

teach you, using these remarks only as indicators 
pointing to possible truth. 

This is a very appropriate text to preface the 
week’s meetings that we aim to commence here 
this morning. It calls our attention to the open- 
ing of the great revival that God designed should 
compass sea and land, and reach from the fountains 
unto the ends of the world; the commencement of 
that revival that has grown stronger as the years 
flee and leave their varied marks upon the gather- 
ing pages of history, and penetrated the darkest 
haunts of sin and made light the gloomiest valleys 
of ignorance and superstition; the commencement 
of that revival that has torn assunder kingdoms 
and empires, principalities and powers and de- 
throned spiritual wickedness in high places ; the 
commencement of that revival that has healed many 
broken spirits, bound up many heart- wounds dis- 
persed many clouds of sorrow and soothed sadden- 
ed hearts. 

Commencing at the Day of Pentecost, in the 
Apostolic Age, this revival has continued to extend 
its borders and deepen in power until this time, 
when two hundred and forty-two of the confused 
tongues of Babel are speaking the praises of their 
Saviour in their own language. 

The sun shall be turned into darkness, and Be 
moon into blood, before the great and notable day 
of the Lord come. With the context, this scripture 
is so plain, that he who runs and reads ought to be 
able to understand. It is a quotation from the pro- 
phet Joel; and Peter the speaker upon this Pente- 
costal occasion, distinctly says that this—what they 
were experiencing and doing that day — is that 
which was spoken of by the prophet Joel. 
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had been baptizing during years before, and the 
twelve and the seventy baptized after him, so that 
there were many ready to enter the church when it 
was formally opened to mankind. A number were 
converted by the preaching of Peter, and were 
baptized, and on that day 3,000 were added _ to the 
Church. Probably five or six hundred were con- 
verted and baptized, and the remaining 2,400 or 
2,500 were added by relation as we say. We have 
frequently noticed complicated and laborous prob- 
lems, which were prepared and expounded, by 
devotees of sprinkling-baptism, with the purpose 
of disproving trine immersion, by the fact that it 
would be impossible for twelve men to baptize 
3,000 persons in one day. This club has been 
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‘given to sprinklers by trine immersionists them- 


selves, by claiming what the scriptures do not war- 
raut, namely ; that 3,000 were baptized on the Day 
of Pentecost. The text simply reads that those 
who gladly received the word were baptized, 
giving no clue whatever to the probable number ; 
and then adds by a separate and distinct declaration 
that three thousand were added to the Church that 
day. Thetwelye apostles were the original Church, 
and the hundreds who had been previously bap- 
tized, were in Jerusalem on-the Day of Pentecost, 
and, as we would express it, “handed in their let- 
ters,” and, had I been there with my present style 
I would have reported the result of the work of 
that great and notable day after this manner: ‘So 
many by baptism and so many by relation.” 

The darkening of the sun, and the turning of 
the moon into blood, happened at the time of 
Christ’s crucifixion. The accounts of the first three 
Gospels tell us that there was darkness from the 
sixth until the ninth hour all over the land. This 
was the darkness that Joel prophesied about, and 
it took place fifty-two or fifty-three days before 
the great and notable day of the Lord, Pentecost. 
The moon, no doubt then looked as blood, for it 
was just full, This darkening of the sun is sup- 
posed to have been ar eclipse, and probably was, 
but the moon did not cause it, for it would be 
impossible to have an eclipse of the sun by the 
moon in the evening when the moon is full, be- 
cause the moon is in the eastern sky and the sun 
in the western ; so the moon shone forth in bloody 
beams upon the dense darkness of that doleful 
night.

teachers were competent and faithful, their advant- 
ages were all that could be desired; but through 
their own dullness they failed to make any growth 
in grace or any development in the Christian life. 
What could even an inspired apostle do for such 
persons? He had no new or more potent truths 
to present and as he had done his best. he found it 
hard work to clothe the old facts in such dress as 
to make them more attractive and effective. He 
had “many things to say,” but under the circum- 
stances, they were “hard to be uttered. 

Every teacher has many obstacles to encounter, 
many difficulties to overcome, much self-denial to 
endure, and a great deal of hard work to perform. 
If he does not understand this in the beginning, 
he wiil learn it by experience and know it in the 
end. But there .is nothing in the teacher’s exper- 
lence that is more trying to his patience than that 
dullness of his pupils whichis the result of indiff- 
He is never. 
worried or discouraged by his pupils’ natural 
stupidity, but by their neglect of duties and waste 
of time. The teacher has labored hard to prepare 
himself for his onerous calling, and he is exerting 
himself to honor his profession and to advance his 
pupils; but while he is doing all he can, his best 
efforts are defeated and his hopes are, blasted by 
the ruinous and criminal indifference of “smart” 
boys and girls. Some of these have had ample 
opportunities to educate themselves and they 
“ought to be teachers,” but through their dullness. 
it is necessary for them to be instructed in the 
elementary principles of a sound education. This 
is, indeed, trying and disheartening to any faithful 
teacher. 

As in nature soin grace.’ The preacher of 
righteousness studies diligently to prepare himself 
to preach “the truth, the whole truth, and nothing 
but the truth ;” he denies himself of many of the 
lawful comforts of life; he endures many inconven- 
iences, and applies himself diligently to the faithful 
performance of his solemn duties; he prays much 
and earnestly ; he meditates npon God’s word by 
day and by night; he labors to present the truth 
in the plainest, most attractive, and effective man- 

er; he teaches, exhorts, and pleads; but when, 
with the most diligent use of all available helps, 
both human and divine, he does his best, how often 
is he pained to see that his hearers “are dull of 
hearing.’ If they were idiotic or naturally dull of 
comprehending, he would not feel discouraged ; 
but when he knows that having eyes they see not, 
and having ears they hear not, and having hearts 
they neither understand nor feel, and all this, not 
because they cannot, but because they will not, 
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this is trying, discouraging, and very perplexing. 

It is hard to know why a poor man would refuse 
‘money; a hungry man, bread; a naked man, cloth- 
ing; a weary man, rest; and although we might 
have all they need, we would find it hard to relieve 
them, if they should be unwilling to accept our aid. 
There is a dullness of hearing that is worse than 
deafness, and there is a dullness of comprehension 
that is worse than ignorance or stupidity. Will- 
ful ignorance and presumptuous sins are hard to be 
removed. Indifference and inactivity are hard to 
be remedied. The blind and deaf may he taught, 
but it is bard to utter any truth in sucha way as 
to be understood by those who are dull of hearing 
because they are unwilling. Such were some of 
those to whom the apostle wrote; and the genera- 
tions of those who “are dull of hearing,” and who 
make the many things we have to say of Jesus 
“hard to be uttered,” has not yet passed away. 

We have many things to say of Jesus. He is 
the Word of God; heis Immanuel—God with us; 
he ir the fulfillment of the law and the prophets ; 
he is our Redeemer and only Savior; he is our 
Lord and Teacher, our high-priest and our King; 
he is our mediator, our righteousness, our all; he 
is the resurrection and the life, the Judge of the 
living and the dead. Of him we have everything 
to say that shonld be held most dear, most import- 
ant and most sacred; but these things “are hard 
to be uttered” so as to be understood and _ appreci- 
ated by those who “‘are dull of hearing,” who have 
closed the avenues to the heart—to the understand- 
ing and the will—against the vehicles of truth. 
They neither hear the thunders of God’s law from 
Sinai or the calls of Jesus from Zion. They have 
been brought up. ina land of gospel light and 
religious liberty, in the enjoyment of every oppor- 
tunity and privilege that could reasonably be asked 
for or expected ; they have been preached to, pray- 
ed for, and plead with, but all in vain. They 
ought to be preachers, or missionaries, or teachers, 


or, at least, good, strong, healthy Christians; but 
it is with them, as with the Hebrews of old, they 
have need that one teach them “again which be 
the first principles of the oracles of God.”

Hygienic Laws of Moses. 

The Talmud, which is acommentary upon the 
Mosaic law, and whose prescriptions are regarded. 
by many as having the same authority, not only 
takes account of the kind of animals used for food 
but of their state of health, and the sacrificers are 
directed to examine their lungs, liver and intestines. 
Animals were considered improper for alimenta- 
tion whose lungs were adherent to the sides, evem 
when these adhesions were the result of an affec- 
tion of the sides alone. Such animals must be re- 
jected, even if the adhesions exist only between 
the lobes of the lungs, and must always be con- 
demned if the sacrificer establishes the presence 
of grains or pustules disseminated upon the sur- 
face of the lungs. Thelungs must be insufflated, 
and the expansion of the organ must be complete 
before the animalis accepted. Whenever the 
sacrificer finds, in following this proceeding, 
a rupture of the lung from which air escapes, he is 
obliged to regard the flesh. as impure.

Christopher Saur, First German Printer in America. 

In a letter written by Abram H. Cassel, dated 
June 24, 1880, the following account is given of 
Christopher Saur, (Sour), founder of the first Ger- 
man printing office in America. 

Christopher Saur, of Germantown, was my 
great grand-father. He the was only child of his 
father, whose name also was Christopher, general- 
ly called Christopher 1, who came to this country 
in the Autumn of 1724, when his son (my great- 


'| grand-father) was not quite three years old yet, 


and commenced printing in Germantown in 
1738, and carried it on quite extensively until 
1758 when he died very suddenly. From that on 
the business was continued by his sou without the 
least. intrerruption until 1778, when the great Rev- 
olution broke up his establishment. He died a 
widower in 1784, aged 63 years and 11 months. 

' He was married to Catharine Sharpneck a daugh- 
ter of Bro. Henry Sharpneck of Germantown, by 
whom he had nine children, six sons and three 
daughters. Their names were, Christiana, Christ- 
opher 3, Danial, Samuel, Peter, Catharine, Esther, 
David and Samuel. The first Samuel died young, 
while he had such an attachment tothe name, he
